Ottawa, Nov. 10.— Ib is likely that Mr, 
Thompson, of Cariboo, will go to Eng- 
land before the moeting of Parliament 
next February. 

It is now declared, on the best authori- 
ty, that the payment of members for their 
attendance at the Into session was illegal, 
since no vote was taken and no business 
was transacted. 

Tho Nouvcau Monde says everything 
progresses towards a bloody end, which 
will, wo fear, bo crowned with revolution 
and civil war — at least if some decisive 
measure is nottakonto frustrate the plots 
in regard to the hows from Manitoba of 
the finding of truq bills agaiustBeil & Co 
for the Weott murder. The Mlnerve says 
this decision will cause great agitation 
avnong the- .French Canadian population 
of Quebec, who will only soo in the con- 
duct of the jury the inspiration of fanati- 
cism, and it demands an amnesty to re- 
store calmness, and perhaps prevent great 
mischief. 

A telegram received at the Times offico 
this evening,' from Oharlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island, states that, ata huge pub- 
Jio meeting held there this afternoon, tho 
Hon. David Laird denied Hon. Dr. Tap- 
per's statement that ho had promised to 
support tho late Administration, and the 
denial was endorsed, amidst loud cheers, I 
by tho prominent men at tho meeting, in- | 
eluding Mr. Davies, member of tho Com- 
mons, and several members ot thu Pro- 
vincial Assembly and tiounc.il. All de- 
nied that any support whatever had been 
promised to John A.'s Government. At 
thocloso of Mr. Laird's speech a vote of 
thanks to him and his colleagues for their 
stand taken at Ottawa, was carried unani- 
mously. There is no opposition as yet to 
Sir. Laird's re-election. 

Brampton, Nov. 17. ---Mr. John Coyne, 
member of tho Local Legislature for this 
county, died hero yesterday of consump- 
tion, aged thirty-eight years. Ue was a 
Liberal-Conservative, and was iirst re- 
turned for tho seat which he occupied in 
tho year 1867. 

Halifax, Nov. 17th. ---Accounts from 
Labrador Fisheries are highly satisfac- 
tory—very few casualties are reported in 
the districts. 

An investigation into tho loss of tho 
Bavarian was commenced yesterday be- 
for Mr. Eisley, steamboat inspector. 
Tho mate both charged Napoleon Dufer, 
the pilot, with cowardice and criminal 
neglect. He ran away with tho largest 
boat, in which wore only eight men aud 
two trunks, and left the poor lady passen- 
gers to burn. Hois kept under surveil- 
lance, and will likely be punished. 

Tho Asliaiitees- 

The Troop* Preparing to Fight. 

New Yohk, Nov. 18. — Tho 'Herald's' 
advices from Capo Coast Castle, Africa, 
Oct. 27th, says tho British troops mov- 
ing against the Ashantees, are now 
over twenty miles from JSlnieed, the 
scene of the recent war. TheAshantees 
have been defeated, losing heavily in 
killed and wounded, and tho villages 
razed to the ground. They are now 
moving back towards Commasaie, in 
dismay, and will probably rally on the 
banks of the Pharo. The troops have 
been exposed to frightful mortality. 
Sir Garnet started last night, the 2o'tli 
of October, with only 1UU marines, to 
the purpose of harrassing the rear of 
40,000 Ashantees retreating on (he. 
Pharo. The leaders believe this move- 
ment is a ruse to draw the troops from 
Cape CoastC'astle; wbi.'e tho Ashantees 
attack the castle and assail tho Eng- 
lish forces under Capt. Glover on the 
right flank. Sir Garnet Wolselej is 
making efforts to accomplish the great 
work which ho has undertaken of a 
military advance from the valley of the 
Volto to Coomasfiic. Captain Butler 
starts for Warsaw, and is collecting 
troops there and at Durenfua; thus the 
natives are to be utilized, and I liuij 
add that the expedition thus far pro- 
mises success. 

London, Nov. 18. — The latest des- 
patches received by the War Office 
from Sir Garnet Wolseley, command- 
ing the expedition against tho Ashan- 
tees, give l'avorablo accounts of its pro- 
gress, and express strong hopes of suc- 
cess. The General writes exnlfiugly 
oftho excellent moral effect on the 
troops of tho recent skirmishes with 
the savages.

Tho Court sat at lO miantea to 1- o'- 
clock. 

The ex-Mayor, Mr. Bicbrrd Lewis, -was 
present, and wis. subjected to a course of 
examination by Justice Gray. 

Mr. Lewis stated that lie consulted with 
the tlion Provincial Secrotavy, wbo gave 
him advice us to what lio had to do. He 
acted in unison with the Jj >l\i1 Govern- 
ment in tlio absence of tho Governor, and 
wont down to the shins of war with the 
Provincial Seoretary. 

Justice Gray asked why bo many hacks 
were kept running between the town and 
tho quarantine ground? 

Mr. Lewis replied that they were nc- 
093sary in convoying supplies, tho Health 
Officer and liim.-;olf J ,to tho grounds. 

Justice Gray said tho bills for bout and 
hack hire amounted to nearly §500. 

Mr. Lewis replied there were throe 
camps which hud to be visited. 

Justice Gray said that the Health Offi- 
cer was alone in authority after tho camps 
had been established. It sou mod absurd 
that after the quarantine regulations had 
bjon enforced towards Hn passengers 
that tho ship should be allowed to ooine 
into tho harbor to discharge cargo. 

Conn. Gowon said that the .ship had 
been first fumigated. 

Justice Gray — lint the ship afterwards 
went to Nniiaiino, where the disease broke 
out among the crew. 

Ex-Mayor McMillan — Tim persons who 
contracted tho disenso did not get it from 
tho ship, but from tho child, who thoy 
carried ashoro in their arms. 

Conn. Gowen explained with respect 
to tho hack charges that tho drivers eo u 1<1 
not bo induced to go down to camp for 
loss than Si or j?3 a trip. 

JusticoGray did not think that ohargo 
too much; but ho found £10 per day 
charged in tho hills. 

Conn. Gowcn— Tho day and tho trip 
are two different things.

Praznr, 
Peter Davis and James Bawson, original 
locators of claims at ( lassiar, with re- 
spect to a statement that appeared in 
yesterday's Standard, which paper pro- 
nounced our report of the outrageous pro- 
ceedings of the Government Agent at 
Cassiar untrue, 

Mr. (ieo. Rath is brother to tho Recor- 
der elected by ibo miners. He. says that 
when he met Adams at Buck's Bar be 
(Adams) told bim that all the minors had 
done at their meeting was a farce; that he 
never before heard of miners in British 
Columbia making their own laws; and 
that ho was ready to open tho books for 
re-location. 

Messrs. Welch, P razor, Davis and Raw- 
son say that they saw Adams at Duck's 
Bar and heard him say that all lbs men 
leaving the country had no titles to their 
claims and thai they'J were liable to bo 
jumped— thus imitating* tho Chief Com- 
missioner in dealing with tho famous Eli 
Harrison esse, and constituting himself 
judge, jury and executioner. 

In addition to this wo have been per- 
mitted to road two letters from Mr Adams 
| to friends here in which ho states that he 
| has thrown open tho claims and that he 
| intends to join A RAID upon thorn.
